Good morning, 

Drs. M cCutcheon, Iratzoqui, and Burraston and myself met with Director Railings, 

M ayor Strickland, and his cabinet this morning to present research findings on 
violence in Memphis. 

The research has major implications for addressing violence in M emphis and Shelby 
County. It illustrates how homicide, domestic violence, juvenile delinquency, and 
gun violence are connected and how lack of education, neighborhood instability, 
and violence in the home are major predictors of ALL violence in the city. 

Director Railings agrees that it is important for the public to be aware that 1) M PD is 
working to shed light on factors driving violence in the community; 2) UM Dept, of 
Criminology and the PSI are working with the criminal justice community to develop 
evidence-based, data-driven solutions to serious community challenges; 3) the 
M SCC's Operation Safe Community-3 can be a conduit through which to obtain 
funding to develop and implement these solutions. For example, OSC-3 is working 
on the Youth Assessment Resource Network (YARN). Funding sources are out there 
that can provide money necessary to develop and implement the evidence-based, 
data-driven programming necessary to address truancy and retention issues (lack of 
education driving nearly every major challenge in the city), and develop school- 





based programs for both youth and their families to develop better conflict 
resolution skills, communication skills, etc. The UM/PSI team already is working on 
developing a grant proposal to fund the development and implementation of one 
such program (still in the planning stages). 

Our research indicates that juvenile arrests as a proportion of all arrests is 
increasing, juvenile arrests for gun crime as a proportion of all arrests for gun crime 
is increasing, juveniles make up a large and increasing proportion of gun crime 
recidivists, and the complaint for which the largest proportion of juveniles are 
brought to J uvenile Court is domestic violence. 

The point we need to make to the community is that, if we can focus on childhood 
development (and keep kids in school while providing them and their families with 
programs and services they need), we can reduce violence in the community. If we 
don't address it now, violent juvenile offenders will age into violent adult offenders 
and our crime/violence problems will only worsen. 

Preferably, we would like a joint press conference (UM, PSI, MSCC, MPD), perhaps 
at a presentation to the M SCC. I believe that all the "usual suspects" should be 
present along with government representatives. I know the M SCC Board is 
comprised of many of the people we would like to have there. We need to bring in 
Shelby County and the municipalities, as well, even though these findings only 
derive from M PD data. The implications are county-wide and the solutions also will 
be county-wide (e.g., programs in schools). 

How can we make this happen?
